Mready we are told that the wheat 


crop ol 1881 will be 100,000,000 bush- 
els less than that of 1890. We say 
already, because the harvest of winter 
wheat where it i» most iorward will not 
begin for 
two 
weeks, while spring 


wheat Is only a few inches high. \\e 
have little faith in crop predictions when 
it comes to bushels. Last October, 
commercial papers which claim to be 
authorities and have the servites of the 
most skillful and experienced observers, 
contained tables designed to show us 
that the world actually grew more 
wheat in 18SO than could be consumed 
as bread. 
We were told that the ex- 


port from thi-i country could not reach 
half that of the previous year, and 
lhat many million bushels would be- 
come worthless because there was too 
much ol it. 
Indeed, there was a pre- 


diction that out of the abundance and 
surpln* wheat, much would rot. \\c 
are now well along in the season during 
which the wheat of 1880 must be con- 
sumed. The export, instead of being 
half that of 1879, has exceeded it by 
many bushels, and there has been no 
time when good wheat was a drug in 
the market. 
As a rule, prices have 


been well sustained. In view of the 
wide difference in the predictions.based, 
as we were then told, upon actual esti- 
mates nf the crop, and the actual re- 
lults, we are not alarmed at the reports 
of a short crop at this season of the 
year.
